CHICAGO — Robert Gibson, a native of 
Granite City, made it official Thursday, 
retiring as president of the state AFL-CIO. 
He was replaced by Richard Walsh, the 
union’s secretary-treasurer. - 

Gibson, 52, served 10 years as president. 
Before that, he was Illinois AFL-CIO secre 
tary-treasurer for 16 years. He had hinted to 
the Press-Record/Journal several weeks ago 
that he might retire soon. 


Walsh, 46, was unanimously approved 
Thursday by the union’s executive board. He 
had served two years as secretary-treasurer 
and 10 years as the union’s legislative and 
political director. The son of a Chicago steel- 
worker, he has a law degree and is a mem- 
ber of American Federation of Teachers 


Local 4438 in Springfield. 

Gibson praised the executive board’s 
action in naming Walsh: “I am confident he 
will continue the gains we have made for 
labor. 

His vast experience with the Legislature 
and his many years working within the polit- 
ical process give him a unique ability to 
develop legislative solutions to problems 
faced by working men and women.’ 

Walsh, in turn, praised Gibson’s accom 
plishments: ‘‘We’re going to miss President 
Gibson. He made the state organization one 
of the most effective in the country.”’ 

Walsh said the major challenges facing the 
one-million-member union federation are the 
1990 elections and legislative district réap- 
portionment. 

He said, ‘‘Reapportionment will dictate 
how the labor movement will be treated for

This includes a baby with a low- 
er birth weight or a baby or 
mother with an additional medi- 
cal problem,” Schrader said. 


«We can also accept transfers 
back from Cardinal Glennon and 
St. Mary’s. We can take care of 
babies who were high risk and 
were stabilized in St. Louis, but 
need to be kept in a medical-

Bermuda connoisseurs who 
cherish the spring Rendezvous 
season know that good times 
don’t ‘require sand and 85-degree 
weather.

The urge to have a party has hit. You're in the mood to 
be a hostess during this hectic time of year. You feel the 
need to reciprocate for all the functions you've been invited 
to this year. 

_ But there’s not enough time and not enough money. 

Where there’s a will, there’s a way. A simple brunch, 
light lunch or late-night supper can be economical choices 
that don’t have to take a lot of time. 

Take advantage of supermarket deli specials and assem- 
ble your own cold meat platter. Whip up a zesty mustard 
spread, make or buy some tasty rolls, and you’ve got make- 
your-own sandwiches that will satisfy. 

Even inexperienced party-givers can assemble a meat 
tray in a jiffy. Deli employees will be happy to slice the 
meats thin for easy folding—just ask. If you prefer hot 
sandwiches, make barbecued beef in advance and just heat 
and serve during the party. 

For an easy main dish alternative, a robust salami, 
cheese and vegetable tart will not only taste great but look 
fabulous on your party table. 

If you want to add a few fancy nibbles, stuff giant pitted 
olives with blue cheese-spiked cream cheese, Cucumbers, 
with the seeds scooped out and a flavorful cream cheese 
mixture stuffed inside, can be turned into attractive little 
snacks—just cut into slices and serve. 

A deceptively economical party dish is chicken livers in 
wine. It is a nice brunch treat that can be made a day 
ahead. The day of the party, just reheat gently and serve in 
chafing dish or casserole. 

For sweets, a tray of homemade Christmas cookies and 
some fresh fruit will be a festive finale. Grapefruit is in 
season now and can be dressed up with. honey and kirsch 
(cherry-flavored liqueur) for a refreshing choice. For

She suggests ways to get a 
hold on healthy holiday eating. 
Avoiding high-fat and salty 
snacks is one of them. 

“When going to somebody’s

She blends 
1% cups (1 percent) cottage 
cheese, % cup low-fat buttermilk 
and 2 tablespoons lemon juice 
until smooth. Refrigerated, the 
mixture will keep 10 days to 2 
weeks and ti the scale at 1 
gm. satura fat, 5 mg. choles- 
terol and 76 calories per 2 table- 
spdons. 

‘‘When cooking, be sure to stir 
in ‘yogurt or sour cream substi- 
tute at the end of the recipe, 
ticularly if the dish is hot,”

The 
golden le is to reduce the 
amount fat, so if you take out 
1 tablespoon oil, replace it with 
the same amount of water.’’ 

By brand, she suggests Prom- 
ise margarine because it con- 
forms most closely to these prin- 
ciples. She warns against using 
tul margarines for cookies 
because the amount of water in 
them can change the cookie’s 
consistency. 

For oil, Rudoff’s choice for 
general use is Puritan, a_mon- 
ounsaturated canola oil. Olive, 

nut and avocado oils also fall 
into this category, but their 
stronger flavors make them use- 
ful only occasionally, like for 
geuteing or in salad dressing. If 
a cool refers using polyunsatu- 
rated oil, Rudoff advines sticking 
to sunflower and safflower 
because they seem to do a better 
job of increasing ‘‘good choles- 
terol.’” : 

When trying to substitute oil 
for solid fat, apply the principle 
that 1 cup shortening equals 1 
cup (2 sticks) margarine or %4 
cup oil. 

The righteous reveler does not 
have to give up pie or cake. 
Rudoff suggests making a pie 
shell with 1 cup flour, 3 table- 
spoons Puritan oil and 2 table- 
spoons cold water. This is mixed 
and rolled out as usual. Rolling 
is easier between two pieces’ of 
waxed paper. Salt is not neces- 
sary. 

Eggs have been found to have 
less cholesterol than in the past, 
but they are still high for a per- 
son carefully watching what he 
eats.

Racism contributes in a major 
way to a divided metropolitan 
area. That’s the premise of an 
18-month study of polarization in 
the St. Louis area conducted by 
Confluence St. Louis. 

Confluence is a non-profit 

coup that researches regional 

and makes recommenda- 
tions based on its findings. 

The group released the results 
of its study, “A new Spirit for 
St. Louis: Valuing Diversity,” in 
a courtroom at the Old Court- 
house Downtown where the case 
against Dred Scott was heard. 

The U.S. Supreme Court’s 
Dred-Scott decision,-on-March 6, 
1857, held that a slave did not 
become free when taken into a 
free state, that Congress could 
not bar slavery from a territory 
and that blacks could not 
become citizens. 

Confluence members _ said 
there is a historical link between 
Missouri’s slavery days and 


today. 

“The vestiges of the past lin- 
ger in the present,’’ said Nor- 
man Seay, co-chairman of the 
Confluence Racial Polarization 
Task Force and director of 
minority affairs at the Universi- 
ty of Missouri, St. Louis. 

“We are a divided community. 
In nearly every criteria, St. Lou- 
is is segregated,’ Seay said. 

Lynn Lyss, a community vol- 
unteer who also serves as a Co- 
chairman of the task force, said 
denial of the problem is one of 
the biggest problems. 

“We cannot continue to isolate 
and exclude a significant portion 
of our population,’’ Lyss said.

acknowledge that it exists.’’ 

Lyss also said another miscon- 
ception is that racial polarization 
is confined to the City of St. Lou- 
is, as is believed by the commu- 
nity at large. 

The Confluence task force 
included 40 business, civic, polit- 
ical and religious leaders, with 
an equal number of blacks and 
whites. 

Asked to implement the task 
force recommendations will be 
the Confluence Implementation 
Committee, chaired by the Rev. 
Paul C. Reinert, chancellor of 
St. Louis University, and Kath- 

Nelson, program director for 
¢ Danforth Foundation. 


“‘We are under no illusion 


-about-the seriousness or_difficul- 


ty of this task,’”” Reinert said. 

“We are not naive enough to 
believe that these very 
deep-rooted problems can be 
turned around in a short period 
of time. But we hope to bring St. 
Louis from polarization to har- 
mony.” 

Sheila Mosley, executive direc- 
tor of Confluence, compared cur- 
rent events in East Germany to 
the task of lessening racial 
polarization in St. Louis. 

“The most important thing we 
at Confluence are offering is 
hope,” Mosely said. “‘We hink 
the walls are coming down ali 
over the world and we think they 
can come down between white 
people and black people.’’ 

The task force’s numerous 
suggestions included: 

°A summit meeting of local 
political and civic leaders in 
which they would publicly admit 
the problems of racism and 
declare their intentions to oppose 
racial dis crimination. 

Forming a citizen group that 
would actively promote neigh- 
borhood integration and take 
responsibility for developing

sus to determine how to increase 
black representation on the St. 
Louis County Council. 

Providing a venture capital 
fund to promote black entrepre- 
neurs and employment of blacks. 

*Having public relations firms 
promote integrated neighbor- 
hoods and reduction of preju- 
dice. 

*Urging the news media to use 
black experts in medicine, den- 
tistry, law and economics in fea- 
ture stories and to discontinue 
the use of ‘‘north St. Louis” and 
“south St. Louis’? as a geograph- 
ic locator. 

The task force also urged the 
media to assign ‘‘race relations” 
as a regular beat.

The following tips were pro- 
vided through the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, 
part of its campaign on drunk- 
en-driving awareness taking 
place during the month of 
‘December.

2. Measure the-alcohol you use 
in mixed dri — 1% ounces of 
distilled spirits in a mixed drink 
is about equal to the alcohol in 
one 12-ounce beer or 5 ounces of 
table wine. Diluting spirits with 
water or fruit juice will slow 
absorption down. 

3. If you decide to drink alco- 
holic beverages, be .particularly 
eautious about using alcohol 
when you are going’ to drive, 
when other drugs are taken, or 


when you are depressed or lone- 
ly. 

4. Drink slowly and avoid 
gulpi a drink; remember that 
alcohol is a drug. 

5. Know that the calorie con- 
tent of alcoholic beverages 
varies considerably. For exam- 
ple, 4 ounces of wine contain 
about 100 calories; sherry or. 

ort — 200; 12 ounces of 

r — 160; and 1% ounces of 
distilled spirits — 110 calories. 
Over the course of a year, two 
cans of beer a day in excess of 
your normal caloric needs could 
result in a 33-pound weight gain. 
A daily glass of wine could add 
10 pounds a year. 

6. Don’t drink and drive. 
Avoid riding with a driver who 
is under the influence of alcohol.

Drug program may go

Cosentino: Emission penalties unfair to motorists 


SPRINGFIELD — Jerry Cos- 
entino, a Democratic candidate 
roe Illinois secretary ot state, 

is roposed repeal of an a 
nois law which he said unfairly 
punishes motorists whose vehi- 
cles fail emission standards 
tests. 


Under current law, a motorist 
faces suspension of his driver’s 
license if a vehicle he owns fails 
the emission test. Cosentino said 
this law is unfair to motorists 
who are otherwise good drivers 
and who drive other vehicles for 
a living. 


Cosentino proposed legislation 
that would repeal the driver’s 
license suspension provision. 
Instead, it would result in sus- 
pension of the vehicle’s registra- 
tion if the vehicle fails the test. 


“The statute now on the books 
calls for punishment which I 
believe is not only excessive but 
also misdirected,’’ Cosentino 
said. He is state treasurer of Illi- 
nois. 

“When a motorist’s vehicle is 
unable to meet emission stan- 
dards, he is not guilty of a mov- 
ing violation,” he stressed. 

“People who drive company 
ears, delivery vehicles and 
trucks should not be deprived of 
their livelihood simply because 
their personal vehicle cannot 
pass the emission test. 

“It makes no sense whatsoev- 
er to suspend his driving privi- 
leges. The vehicle should be the 
target of correction, not the driv- 
er. Therefore, I pro] e the sus- 
pension of the vehicle registra- 








tion rather than a motorist’s 
driving privileges.” 

Cosentino said he has pre- 
pared legislation to alter the cur- 
rent statute and will submit the 
measure when the General 
Assembly reconvenes in 1990. 


Under Illinois law, motorists 
living in the Chicago and Metro 
East areas must submit their 
vehicles for emission testing. 
One~ of. the testing cent4rs is 
located in Pontoon Beach. The 
tests are not administered to 
vehicles registered outside those 
two metropolitan areas. 

The law now calls for immedi- 
ate suspension of a driver’s 
license, plus suspension of the 
vehicle's registration in 60 days 
if the vehicle still has not com- 
plied with emission standards.

4. Have non-alcoholic bever- 
ages available for your guests. 
It is very likely that some of 
your guests will not wish to 
drink an alcoholic. beverage. 
Also persons taking certain 
medicines_should not consume 
alcohol. Have:soft drinks,,

fee, or non-alcoholic drinks for 
them. 


5. Don’t force drinks on your 
guests. Under normal circum- 
stances, the body can absorb 
about -one drink an hour. 
Although you want your guests 
to enjoy themselves, you don’t 
want them to overdo it. Don’t 
rush to refill their glasses the 
minute they become empty. 
Many. guests accept drinks they 
really don’t want to avoid 
appearing rude to the host. 


6. Stop serving alcoho] about 
an hour before the part is to 
end. During the last hour of 
your party, have coffee or 
some other non-alcoholic bever- 
age available and top off the 
evening with a special food fea- 
ture such as pizza or quiche 
Lorraine. Neither coffee nor 
any other drink will help sober 
anybody UP. Cnty ee can do 

it. But em| izing non- 
alcoholic drinks toward the end 
of the party, you give your 
guests extra time for their bod- 
ies to absorb the alcohol they 
have consumed. With a low 
alcohol content in their blood, it 
will be safer for them to drive 
home. 


7. If you observe a guest who 
is drinking too much, try this: 
Engage him or her in conversa- 
tion to slow down the drinking.

U.S. coach Bob Gansler wasn’t 
exactly optimistic about his 
team’s chances against Italy at 
Rome’s Olympic Stadium, call- 
ing his squad ‘“‘dead ducks” for 
that game, but added he hoped 
the team could make the best of 


























the situation. 

The U.S. is 0-2-1 against Italy, 
including a 7-1 loss in the 1934 
World Cup in Italy. The Ameri- 
cans have never played Austria 
or Czechoslovakia. In three pre- 
vious World Cup appearances, 
the U.S. has won only two games 
and hasn’t moved past the first 
round since the first World Cup 
in’ 1930 in Uruguay, when they 
lost 6-1 to Argentina in the semi- 
finals. They beat Belgium and 
Paraguay that year, then lost 
their only Cup game in 1934 to 
Italy. 

The U.S. was 1-2 in the 1950- 
World Cup in Brazil, losing 3-1 to 
Spain and 5-2 to. Chile. But on 
June 29, 1950, the Americans 
scored a memorable 1-0 win over 
heavily-favored England on a 
goal by Joe Gaetjens. 

The 1994 World Cup will be 
held in the United States, which 
means the Americans are auto- 


matically in the. 24-team finals. 
A_ scheduled exhibition match 
with Italy in Palermo on March 
28 has now been. cancelled, 
although the U.S. might replace 
it with a game against Hungary, 
which is not in the World Cup. 
The Americans plan to arrive in 
Italy in late May. 

There are six groups of four 
teams each, and those six 
groups will play round-robin. 
The top two teams from each 
group, plus the top four third- 
piace teams will advance to the 
‘inal round of 16, which becomes 
a single elimination tournament 
beginning June 23.

er deals. Now, a minor trade is 
given headline treatment. 

What Herzog proposes is that 
the meetings be held the last 
week of January, after pro foot- 
ball’s Su Bowl, instead of the 
first week in December. By that 
time, almost all of the signifi- 
cant free agents will have signed 
and clubs will have a clearer 
jdea of what trades they need to 
make. 

Herzog isn’t alone in his theo- 
ry. Fellow managers Buck Rod- 
gers of the Expos and Tom 
Lasorda of the Dodgers endorsed 
the idea during last week’s 
meetings, as did general manag- 
ers Dal Maxvill of the Cardinals 
and Lee Thamas of the Phillies.

But the business of bringing 
all the major league personnel 
— at least five people from each 
club — and hundreds. of report- 
ers in for a week of false illu- 
sions that major trades will be 
forthcoming is wrong. It would 
save a lot of money — besides 
making a lot more sense — if 
the meetings were held at the 
end of January. 

The ideal step would be to 
flip-flop the meetings each year 
between Florida and Arizona. 
They would serve as a logical 
start to spring training, would 
put baseball in the hea es and 
serve as a reminder that winter 
was almost over. 

The winter meetings used to 
be much more meaningful than 
they are now because baseball 
wanted to be in the news in the 
middle of winter so it could sell 
season tickets for the upcoming 
season.
